means for determining a set of information items, wherein each information item

12. (New) A computer system as claimed in claim 5, wherein said set of information 
items further comprises a property for each modular unit. 

13. (New) A computer system as claimed in claim 5, wherein said set of information 
items further comprises which first competition is performed. 

14. (New) A computer-executable code stored on a computer-readable medium as 
claimed in claim 6, wherein said set of information items further comprises a property for each 
modular unit. 
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15. (New) A computer-executable code stored on a computer-readable medium as 
claimed in claim 6, wherein said set of information items further comprises which first 
competition is performed. 

16. (New) A modular unit as claimed in claim 7, wherein said set of information items 
further comprises a property for each modular unit. 

17. (New) A modular unit as claimed in claim 7, wherein said set of information items 
further comprises which first competition is performed. 
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
